Wells  Provide 
Project  With 
Pure  Water 


I Adequate  Supply  Is 
Assured  Garden 
And  Park 

An  adequate  supply  of  pure 
fresh  water  is  now  assured  at 
Highlands  Hammock  State  Park 
and  at  the  Florida  Botanical  Gar- 
den and  Aboretum.  On  February 
12th,  Mr.  V.  C.  Mickle  and  his 
assistant,  expert  well  drillers  of 
the  National  Park  Service,  ar- 
rived from  Richmond,  Va.,  to 
take  charge  of  the  drilling  of 
three  wells  in  the  park  area. 

The  first  well  put  down  is  lo- 
cated just  to  the  east  of  the  new 
combination  building  in  High- 
lands Hammock.  The  casing 
was  set  at  160  feet  at  the  top  of 
the  Tampa  Limestone,  the  well 
being  completed  at  262  feet. 
Water  is  obtained  by  pumping, 
supplying  75  gallons  per  minute 
of  crystal  clear  water.  It  took 
! approximately  15  days  to  move 
the  well  rig  in,  set  up  and  di'ill 
this  first  well. 

j The  second  well  drilled  is  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  caretaker’s 
, cottage  in  Highlands  Hammock. 

: The  casing  was  set  at  a depth  of 
' 102  feet,  the  well  extending  to  a 
! depth  of  about  230  feet  supply- 
ing an  adequate  supply  of  pure 
water  at  a rate  of  about  50  gal- 
lons per  minute.  The  well  is  in- 
tended to  serve  all  the  buildings 
in  this  area. 

A third  well  is  now  under  con- 
struction located  near  the  truck 
shed  at  the  Botanical  Garden, 
will  furnish  adequate  water  for 
the  Garden.  The  casing  has  been 
set  at  171  feet  and  is  now  being 
cemented.  It  will  be  a few  days 
yt  before  this  well  will  be  com- 
j pleted. 

I Another  well  is  contemplated 
I to  be  placed  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
vesper  field  in  Highlands  Ham- 
mock. A real  need  for  drinking 
water  in  this  area  has  been  felt 
for  some  time.  Not  only  will 
this  well  be  used  by  the  public 
attending  the  Sunday  services

President  Roosevelt  upon  signing  the  act 
that  created  and  set  in  motion  the  working 
mechanism  of  the  Cavilian  Conservation 
Corps,  organized  the  greatest  peace-time 
army  ever  to  be  mobilized.
